5.  A District  Nurse  is  provided  by  the  East  Dereham 
Nursing  Association  for  nursing  non-infectious  cases  in  their 
homes. 

A Midwife  and  Maternity  Nurse  is  supported  by  another 
Voluntary  Association.  The  latter  also  acts  as  Child  Welfare 
Nurse  for  the  County  Council.  No  other  Midwife  practises 
in  the  district. 

There  is  no  Fever  Hospiial  for  the  County  or  District 
and  all  cases  have  to  be  treated  in  their  homes. 

A Motor  Ambulance  takes  non-infectious  and  accident 
cases  to  the  Hospital  or  Infirmary.
